Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "precisely measured" in step VI, line 22.^ There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. In claim 1, this is the first 
occurrence of this phrase so there is insufficient antecedent basis for this phrase and also it is 
unclear why Applicant is defining this phrase since it does not appear in the claim preceding this 
definition. 

4. Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and disfinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Claims 13 and 15 contain 2 Markush groups. The first group is improper because it 
recites "selected fi:om the group consisting of molecules that each contain two distinct moieties". 
The group only contains one group member, i.e. molecules. The second Markush group is proper 
since it contains multiple group members. Perhaps deleting the first Markush group and 
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substituting after component (B), "which are molecules that each contain two distinct moieties 
selected from the group consisting of hydroxyl, ether, and non-tetravalently bonded nitrogen 
moieties..."
